News ( f the death of IJev. Ilobt." I!

As 
stated in a recent issue of Tbe Becord 
Mr West gave up bis position In one 
of the Depaitmentsat Washington 
and accepted another in Panama in 
connection with the work the Govern- 
m.^nt isdolni,'on the canal there. He 
was in the best ofheallli. but wa'. 
soon striekeii wit li yellow fever aiiil 
only lived for a few dajs. A son wlm 
accompanied him to Panama is still 
there. Owing to llie disease, the re 
mains were interred there. His wife 
and other children did not accompany 
Mr West, but remained in Washing- 
ton. 

The deceased was tbe son ofMr .Ino. 
K West, of this city, and resided here 
until iiiiit.'teen years ago when he ac 
cepted a |iiisili(iii in Washington. His 
rise there was \eiy rapid and he soon 
had one the be.st pusitiiiiis in the 
government, service. He was a minis- 
ter of the gospei, and f(jr a longtime 
liad charge of a IJaptist church near 
Washington. He was a man of excep- 
thinallv fine l^sloess qualifications 
and a preacher of great ability. He 
p issessed that sociable, kindly nature 
s ) characteristic of his veneral)le fa- 
ther and mother, and made friends of 
every one with whom he had dealings 
He was forty-seven years (Tage and 
leaves his wife and live children, whe, 
with the aged parents and h.ur sisters 
have tbe deepest sympathy in their 
great bereavement.

>ince he had been there liafl been a(» 
'ive in Christ i.iii work, h.iviiig drgar- 
i/. 'd a congregation to which he preai li 
ed every Sunday. The commis.sion 
irroatly appreciated his labors. 

tliviiig up the-ministry he entered 
the Treasury Department, where for 
more than twelve years he was con- 
nected with the office of tbe Auditor 
of Currency. A year and a half ago lie ' 
was transferred to the audilorship of | 
f he (iovernment I'rinting Office. Fi- 1 
nally, some eleven weeks ago he was I 
appointed Auditor of the Canal Com- { 
mission.

William, who went with him to the ( 
Isthmus as an employe of t lie com ' 
mission and Frank,Rot>ert, Ralph and 
Marv who reside with their mother at 
Takoma.
